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Tri-Town Happenings for Memorial Day 

It's that unofficial kickoff to the summer, and Tri- 
Town's traditional activities will continue this year, with a 
few minor changes here and there. 

Marion: Memorial Day preparations begin on 
Saturday, May 26, at 10:00 am at Evergreen Cemetery on 
Route 6 with the Scouts and other volunteers tidying up 
the cemetery and planting flowers on veterans' graves. 
Anyone wishing to volunteer may arrive at the cemetery 
to help out, and any help is always welcome. 

On Monday, May 28, the Memorial Day ceremony 
will start at 9:00 am at the Marion Music Hall on Front 
Street. The Town welcomes guest speaker Lt. Col. Jeremy 
Beaven, USMC, a Bronze Star recipient, among other 
honors. 

Note, however, that there is a new parade route 
this year, which begins at the Music Hall and heads 
north on Front Street marching 0.6 miles up Front Street 
to the Veterans' Memorial at Old Landing. Upon arrival 
at the Veterans' Memorial, the town will pay tribute to 
our military's "honored dead" who "gave the last full 
measure of devotion." 

The Sippican School Band as well as the 
Portuguese American Band will be performing and 
marching, and in the case of inclement weather, the 
ceremony will be held inside Sippican School. 

"We have been rained out the past couple of 
years, so we are hoping for good weather this year," 
said Marion Memorial Day Committee member Donna 
Hemphill. 

Rochester: The Town of Rochester holds its 
Memorial Day observance on Sunday, May 27, on the 
steps of Town Hall at noon. The annual parade will 
follow, featuring the RMS School Band, Rochester 
Firefighters, Police, and Scouts. 

Then on Monday is the 84 th annual Rochester 
Memorial Day Boat Race on the Mattapoisett River, 
beginning at 8:30 am at Grandma Hartley's Reservoir

Fox Sightings are Normal, Says ACO

It's all over social media and raising residents' 
concerns, but as we find year after year in our peaceful, 
rural corner of the Southcoast, we share this slice of 
heaven with wildlife. And while encountering a wild 
animal in broad daylight might seem freaky and frighten 
anybody, it is actually quite normal, says Marion Animal 
Control Officer Susan Connor. 

Connor said recently she's received "about a 
million" calls about foxes and other wildlife all over 
Marion, and misinformation is plentiful on Facebook. To 
help ease the 'fox frenzy' so-to-speak, Connor has offered 
some information so that residents can respond to wildlife 
encounters appropriately, avoid problems, and prevent 
future issues homeowners might have with wildlife on 
their property. 

First and foremost, Connor said, "Seeing a fox 
during the daytime does not mean that they're sick." 

"They have at this time young to feed and this is 
the time of year when they try and build up their weight 
and get ready for winter and feed their babies," Connor 
said on Monday, May 21 during a phone interview. 

Secondly, but equally as important, "Wildlife - 
none of it can be trapped and relocated," Connor said. "If 
it is trapped, it is euthanized or released on the property 
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where it was trapped." 

No one should be trapping any wildlife, Connor 
stressed, and no one should be relocating any wild 
animals themselves. 

"You can't trap anything," said Connor, "and you 
can't go take it down to the park and let it go. It's a huge 
fine and it's destructive to the health of all wildlife when 
you do that." 

Connor said some people think that when they 
capture an animal and remove it from their property to 
another area, they are doing a good deed. Wrong, says 
Connor. 

"They're under the impression that you can 
take them for a ride and let them go in the country," 
said Connor, whether it be a woodchuck disturbing 
their gardens or any other creature. "They think they've 
done a great thing and in fact they've done a very bad 
thing - moving disease, displacing animals that have an 
established area. It upsets the whole ecosystem." 

Feeding wildlife is also illegal, said Connor, and 
just one of the reasons why foxes might no longer be 
afraid of humans, even cautiously approaching people 
after acquiring the detrimental habit. 

Foxes and other wild animals, Connor said, 
are increasingly more used to co-existing near humans 
so they are not as afraid as they once were and still 
should be. The prohibition of trapping and the rather 
limited areas where hunting is allowed has led to a more

intimate existence in the space that must accommodate 
an increasing fox population and an increasing human 
population. After all, as humans move in and claim 
wildlife habitat for their own, everyone must adapt. 
Furthermore, Connor added, more recent 'leash laws' 
require owners to keep dogs restrained, "So they're not 
running off into the woods after [foxes]" and scaring them 
off, reinforcing that instinctual fear. 

"So, they (foxes) don't have any qualms about 
coming up and sitting on your deck while you're sitting 
on your deck and reading a book," Connor said. 

The No. 1 thing residents can do is keep your 
own animals up to date on their vaccines, especially 
rabies. And although rabies in foxes is generally not that

common, yes, it does happen. 

Next, Connor recommends taking along a 
walking stick when heading out for a walk, with or 
without your pet. "And not just for wildlife," Connor 
said. People are far more frequently attacked by dogs, 
emphasizing that wild animal attacks on humans are 
still a rare occurrence, even with the recent story out of 
Washington where a cougar attacked a person, and even 
more closer to home, in Burlington, Massachusetts on 
May 1 when a rabid fox attacked three people. 

"Use noise," said Connor. Shout, carry an air 
horn, and if you are at home, clanging pots and pans can 
do the trick to scare them off. "Throw tennis balls, use a 
Super Soaker, anything that will discourage them from 
thinking that it's okay to be around people," Connor 
advised. 

Fox, fisher cat, and coyote sightings are a 
common occurrence in the Tri-Town, and unless one 
appearing "sickly" approaches you with intent and won't 
back down, residents shouldn't panic. 

Connor said some residents have reported 
"sickly"-looking foxes living in the area, "And as hard as 
that is to see, that is Mother Nature's way of keeping the 
population in check." 

Mange is a disease that's seen quite often in foxes, 
said Connor. "It's very unpleasant looking, but trying to 
trap a fox with mange and then transport it to one of the 
very few wildlife areas ... is not really realistic. It is not an 
easy feat to try and medically treat a wild animal." 

As far as rabies is concerned, there are two ways 
rabies presents itself. The paralytic form causes the animal 
to act like it is in a stupor, and possibly just lie there 
instead of retreating. With the ferocious form, the animal 
doesn't back down, "And it will go after anything that 
moves," said Connor. "The movement attracts them." 

"If you see an animal like that, then you should 
notify the police," said Connor. "If they're moving 
up to you, I would never encourage anyone to faceoff 
with any wild animal, just because they are wild, and 
unpredictable.... It's hard to know whether they are ... 
used to being close to humans or they're just curious, and 
generally if you make a loud noise or throw something at

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them they will retreat." 

But here are some things you should never do, 
cautioned Connor. 

"Never encroach on their young," said Connor. 
"They may go into protection mode. Never go near a den 
where there are any kind of babies." 

And it is the homeowner's responsibility to 
make sure that their property is not inviting to wildlife, 
said Connor, so make sure your foundation is secured, 
including the area beneath your deck and under sheds, 
and keep your garbage secured. Don't leave pet food 
outside, and keep your bird feeder areas tidy - birdseed 
on the ground attracts all sorts of wild animals. Also 
keeping bushes cut back and compost secured in well- 
vented containers can help keep wild animals away from 
your property. And there are particular types of fencing 
that are designed to keep wildlife out of your yard. 

And, of course, don't leave your pets outdoors 
unsupervised. 

"The animal control officer is not allowed to 
euthanize wildlife just because it's out in the daytime or 
has a den in your backyard," said Connor. "We can only 
euthanize if there's the public safety threat of an animal 
that is displaying aggressive behavior." 

Connor wants residents to know that if you 
have a wild animal living in your yard that you feel is a 
problem, there are problem animal control exterminators 
that will come and assess the situation and also council 
you on how to avoid future issues. 

But as for the foxes, Connor reminds everyone: 
"They're everywhere. And it's not just fox - coyotes, 
fisher cats, you name it." 

There are more and more coyote and fisher cat 
sightings every year, added Connor. (There was even 
a bear captured and transported in Newton over the 
weekend.) 

Connor said residents will find useful information 
by visiting the website of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife at https: / / www.mass.gov/ orgs/ 
division-of-fisheries-and-wildlife. 

"Always be cautions, never handle any wildlife, 
and use common sense," says Connor. "People just need

The Neighborhood Fox 

By George B. Emmons 

Frequent reports of red foxes in urban 
neighborhoods as well as inner cities are examples of a 
trend of wildlife living in comfortable contact with human 
beings. It is happening everywhere as a growing wildlife 
frontier moves back in to reclaim habitat previously 
over-populated by people. There are rough edges along 
the way because subsequent intentional feeding of wild

creatures can be detrimental to the independence of their 
survival instincts. 

The wily red fox is the largest and most 
widespread of all foxes and is perhaps the most unlikely 
to fit this picture of coexistence. However, they have 
adapted to hanging out around here to catch rabbits, 
rodents, and odd bits of garbage they can scrounge. I 
have even seen them on back porches waiting for a free 
handout from a wildlife-friendly neighbor, as in my 
illustration. 

As a member of the order of the species Canis, 
which includes the smaller gray fox also native to our 
area, the fox seems more cat-like than dog in many ways. 
Males are sometimes called 'dogs' while the females are 
referred to as 'vixens/ and the offspring identified as 'kits' 
instead of pups. 

When stalking their prey like a feline, they may 
crouch along the ground and, using cat-like claws on 
their feet for gripping, they have a habit of perhaps 
climbing up a leaning tree for an elevated lookout of the 
surroundings. Their long, slender, powerful legs are for 
running at speeds of up to 30 miles per hour or standing 
on their hind legs before leaping in an arc and pouncing 
on an unsuspecting rodent. 

The long, bushy tail is often referred to as a 
'brush' carried behind like a rudder on a ship to maintain 
balance and direction of movement. The white tip of the 
tail was explained in Native American mythology as a 
gift from the Great Spirit to drag behind it in the snow to 
erase tell-tale tracks from would-be predators. In French 
mythology, the fox was crowned with the clever royal title 
of 'Reynard' for being able to outwit any and all worldly 
challenges thrown his way. 

Family life begins with mating in winter as the 
male scent glands activate in a skunk-like odor quite 
noticeable when one passes by your house on a damp 
night. 

There are usually four or five kits in a spring litter 
in a subterranean den, which could be an expansion of 
an abandoned woodchuck hole as I have once witnessed. 
There, a vixen with kits in a spring litter made their home 
under the foundation of a friend's toolshed. The animated 
antics and exploits like a three-ring circus provided daily 
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entertainment 
out their kitchen 
window. 

But then 
one night the 
mother was hit and 
killed by a car in 
front of their house 
on Sconticut Neck 
Road in Fairhaven. 

In the true spirit of 
wildlife support, 
my friend called Fairhaven Animal Control and they came 
to gather up the orphans to take them somewhere for 
further care. 

But several kits that were not seen were left 
behind, and when noticed, they were fed and watered 
daily by my friend and his family. Both survive to this 
very day and grew up as familiar wildlife characters of the 
neighborhood, and their families can be heard calling at 
night. It comes through loud and clear as a sharp rasping 
bark, not without a nostalgic tenor of meaningful family 
communication. Perhaps it is a comforting tribute to the 
human role in transition in one small frontier of intelligent 
environmental awareness and co-existence. 



OC's Team Rocket Turns On Technology

"In a galaxy far, far away ...." No wait, it was at 
Plumb Library in Rochester on May 17 where a group of 
very enthusiastic fourth- through sixth-grade students got 
a chance to try out robots designed and built by the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School's Team 
Rocket. 

In the three years since the program began, about 
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508.984.4979 

14 students from every shop in the school have joined 
in the opportunity to learn how to build a robot from 
hundreds of bits and pieces. They've learned that creative 
problem solving and technical applications of engineering 
and math can come together by involving all the minds 
in a team, and the tangible manifestation of that learning 
experience is something nearly every kid on the planet 
loves - robots. 

Educator Dan Brush has been the lead instructor 
for Team Rocket these last three years. 

"The program has ramped up over the years," 
said Brush. "We get kids from every shop, not just 
electrical or mechanical." 

Brush said the students use materials sourced 
from Vex, a company started by two American engineers 
who saw a need to enhance STEM education through 
building robots with school-age children. Now the 
internationally recognized organization of students, 
including those from Old Colony, have been competing in 
robot games that allow the students to demonstrate their 
skills and maybe even return with a trophy. And although

the program is still developing. Brush said the students 
have competed well and earned some rewards. 

"Give everyone a chance to drive," Brush calls out 
over the chorus of young voices rising from the library 
floor as the high school students show the younger kids 
how to operate the robots. There's even one that looks like 
and rather sounds like a guitar, and another that swiftly 
solves the Rubik's Cube. 

Brush is working towards getting varsity letters 
for the students who participate in the program for all 
four years, "...Just like a sport," Brush said. 

The program does require financial backing, and 
to secure some of those funds Brush seeks out grants and 
the students do fundraising, said Mattapoisett resident 
Ryan Pickwick. 

Pickwick is set to become the most experienced 
student on the team when the seniors graduate. He is 
currently a sophomore. 

Jasper Tan of Lakeville has been with the program 
since it began. He'll graduate this June and is heading to 
UMass Dartmouth in the fall to begin his education in 
mechanical engineering. 

"There is a lot of process in making a robot," said 
Tan. "It really is a team effort. We all learn the same things 
but everyone doesn't think the same. With experience we 
can solve things with everyone's fullest effort." 

According to Tan, it takes many hundreds of 
hours to craft a robot, from writing specifications to

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actually screwing pieces together and the associated 
computer programing. Brush pointed out that the 
computer programming in one of the Lego robots 
zipping across the floor had "more brains than the Apollo 
spaceship." 

Of the younger students on hand, on this night 
most were planning to start their high school years at Old 
Colony and wanted to find out about this program now. 

Siblings Joshua and Ellie Lima of Freetown are 
both planning on entering Old Colony's electrical shop in 
the next couple of years. Pat Flaherty showed them how 
a robot picks up a target and carries it forward saying, 
"This year (in competition) we shot balls and flipped 
discs." 

Brush also handed out a quote from the I-Robot 
series penned by the late engineer and sci-fi writer Isaac 
Asimov. Asimov, Brush said, is also credited with being 
the inspiration behind some of the Star Wars robots. 

So, what was Asimov's vision for robots? Simply 
put, a robot should never injure a human, must obey 
orders as long as those orders don't hurt humans, and 
must protect its own existence as long as it doesn't hurt a 
human or disobey orders that hurt humans. 

Hmmm ... I wonder how the robots feel about 

that.

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MLT Keeps Education Flowing

Mattapoisett Land Trust board members and 
Education Program Chairman Ellen Flynn braved the cold 
temperatures and damp conditions on Friday, May 18, 
when they joined educator Lynn Connor and members of 
her Old Rochester Regional 
High School Marine Biology 
class in the field. The 
location: Eel Pond. 

Connor, with the 
financial support of the MLT, 
has been taking students 
into the field and specifically 
this location for a number 
of years. As new technology 
and tools for measuring 
plankton and other 
microscopic organisms such 
as underwater cameras have 
become available, Connor 
has employed these tools, deepening the experience 
for the students. Yet good old-fashioned rubber boots, 
pails, and siphoning tubes are still needed as several 
of the students stepped in to collect water samples and 
demonstrate to their benefactors how they plot changes in

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water quality at this sensitive location. 

Eel Pond has been the site of extensive research 
by Connor's students for a number of years, primarily 
collecting data on oxygen levels, an indicator of health 
for the ecosystem. The news is still very guarded, the 
students shared. The site is nearly completely surrounded 
by parcels of land that have been landscaped for decades, 
land disturbances that have added nitrogen-rich fertilizers 
into the pond, a process called nitrification. 

Once all the data is collected, it is added to the 
GLOBE Program, an Internet site that allows students and 
observers from around the world to enter data that plots 
the health of bodies of water. The data may then be shared 
and accessed by students and scientists internationally. 

MLT sponsors the students' studies by providing 
transportation financing. But that's not all, as earlier in the 
week MLT also provided assistance to ORRJHS Grade 7 
classes with a field trip to the Cape Cod Canal. 

Right in their own backyard, the Cape Cod Canal 
is an engineering marvel many take for granted. But for 
240 students from the Tri-Town area on May 16 and 17, 
they learned the history of the canal, how it is managed, 
and the marine life that depends on its waters. 

Flynn said the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
gave a presentation on the building of the canal and 
how it oversees the traffic flow through this man-made 
phenomenon. The students watched a film produced by 
the Army Corps then headed outside to learn everything 
from the construction practices employed to build the 
canal to its water currents and tides. The students also got 
a chance to learn about life-saving water craft used in the 
early days of the canal. 

Dennis Arsenault, a member of the Army Corps, 
also discussed how the railroad bridge, which spans the 
canal, is maneuvered into place allowing trains to cross 
the watery expanse while water craft are halted. 

Woods Hole Research Center marine scientist 
Hillary Sullivan gave a presentation to the students on the 
life cycle of the herring. Sullivan's participation was also 
supported in part by the MLT and added to the overall 
educational experience of the students. 

Sullivan explained how herring, a salt-water fish. 
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must migrate inland each spawning season in order to 
breed and lay their eggs. The students observed the fish 
jumping up a "fish ladder," a man-made device necessary 
due to the construction of the canal that gives the fish 
access to freshwater streams. 

With an annual education fund of $5,000, the 
MLT supports local students, not only with educational 
experiences outside the classroom, but also with annual 
scholarships primarily geared to students pursuing a 
career in the environmental sciences. 

The MLT, in partnership with the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition, will also be sponsoring a student trip to 
the Saw Mill River in Acushnet on June 18. The 19-acre 
former lumber mill site is now a park where one can 
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observe water birds, canoe, or hike the walking trails that 
traverse a restored red maple swamp via boardwalk. The 
students will learn about the importance of maintaining 
healthy environments around freshwater sources.

Deadly Fire Claims Life in Rochester

A major house fire in Rochester claimed the life of 
Richard Cutcliffe, 62, along with the family dog, and left 
one other resident injured on Sunday morning. May 20. 

The fire was reported just after 9:00 am, and 
Rochester Fire arrived at 1008 Walnut Plain Road where 
a house was engulfed in flames with only one of the two 
occupants outside. 

The owner of the house, Jeanne Cutcliffe, 90, 
survived the fire, but her brother was pronounced 
deceased at Tobey Hospital in Wareham. Ms. Cutcliffe was 
also treated at Tobey Hospital with non-life threatening 
injuries. 

Rochester called for assistance from Mattapoisett, 
Marion, Middleboro, Acushnet, and Freetown. Marion 
and Mattapoisett both assisted with water supply and 
pumping. 

At 9:48 am, it was reported over the scanner that 
the victims were being removed from the house, and at 
9:51 am Rochester requested a second alarm, reporting 
that the fire was in the basement and first floor and CPR 
was being administered to one of the victims, saying, 
"Doubtful will hold." 

After the request for a third alarm, the fire was 
brought under control just before 11:00 am. 

Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel stated on 
May 21 that the incident is now under investigation by 
the State Fire Marshal's Office as well as the Plymouth 
County District Attorney's Office because a fatality 
resulted. 

Weigel stated, however, that the fire is being ruled 
an accident. 

The community has responded to the tragedy in 
kindness, as the Rochester Council on Aging has called on

ABC Recycles its Position on Recycling

ABC Disposal, Inc. CEO Mike Camara stated 
in a May 21 email to Mattapoisett Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne that he would not cease curbside recycling 
operations on July 1, contrary to what Camara told towns 
back in April. 

In a letter he sent to the Town of Mattapoisett 


on April 12, Camara wrote that if towns did not pay the 
increased fees, ABC would no longer be able to continue 
with curbside recycling collection as of July 1. 

The Wanderer was shown the email sent to Gagne 
dated May 21, in which Camara wrote, "My family and 
I do plan to continue collecting recyclables ... on July 1, 
2018." 

Camara also stated that the intent of his email was 
to address what Camara said were "rumors that there was 
a concern about this." 

Camara's Monday email coincides with the 
lawsuit against ABC Disposal filed that same day by the 
City of New Bedford seeking to compel ABC to comply 
with the terms of its contract. 

Rochester's Regionalized 911 Goes Live 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester's participation in the Regional Old 
Colony Communications Center (ROCCC) in Duxbury 
officially started on Tuesday, May 22, after months 
of preparation and a long list of communication 
infrastructure upgrades. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar reported 
that on Monday the system underwent one final testing 
in preparation for the switchover, "And radio testing was 
really great," she said. 

"It was successful, loud and clear," said Szyndlar. 
Previous problem areas in town such as near the New 
Bedford Waterworks, the Annie Maxim House, and inside 
SEMASS, Szyndlar said, "All came in at least acceptable 
or loud and clear." 

One of the Rochester dispatchers will now be 
police secretary, and the rest of the Rochester dispatchers 
will remain on the job until May 31. 

The ROCCC issued a public service 
announcement to Rochester residents, assuring them that 
they would not notice a difference in service when dialing 
911. 

In other matters, the board approved tractor pull 
fundraisers for the Rochester Country Fair - one for June 
9 and one for June 16, which was initially the rain date 
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for the June 9 fundraiser, but because a fundraiser in May 
was canceled, RCF Committee Co-Chair Kelly Morgado 
requested allowing the additional date, "So we don't lose 
that money," said Morgado. 

During the town administrator's report, Szyndlar 
reported that the ADA bathroom at the Town Hall was 
now complete, "And it looks really great," said Szyndlar. 
"The floors in the conference room have been polished 
and everything is looking really nice. [Facilities Manager 
Andrew Daniel] did an outstanding job. He's very 
dedicated." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for June 4 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Cannabis Moratorium Extended, $500k 
Pumper Approved 

Rochester Annual Town Meeting

Rochester voters approved extending the Town's 
temporary moratorium on recreational cannabis retail 
establishments during the Annual Town Meeting on 
Monday night. May 21. 

Article 25 was brought forth by the Board of 
Selectmen and recommended by the Planning Board, and 
seeks to buy the Town more time to write its own zoning 
regulations for cannabis retail. 

A temporary moratorium was passed at last 
year's Annual Town Meeting, an action that over half of 
the Commonwealth's municipalities also adopted in order 
to allow the Massachusetts Cannabis Control Commission 
to release its own regulations surrounding the recreational 
cannabis establishments, which includes dispensaries, 
cultivation facilities, and laboratories. 

The Attorney General's Office allowed for a 
moratorium good up until December 31, 2018, and has 
expressed that it would not approve moratoriums beyond 
the December 31 date. 

Rochester's Article 25 proposed extending the 
moratorium until June 30, 2019, a date that Planning 
Board Arnie Johnson admitted during the article's public 
hearing on May 8 might not fly with the AG's Office. 

Resident Chris Gerrior recalled approving the 
moratorium last year, and pointed out that the plan was 
to address the regulations once the CCC released them 
in March. Gerrior's argument was that other towns now 
have their regulations in place and are ready to accept 
cannabis establishments and reap the financial benefits of 
doing so. 

"I would like to know what Rochester would 
gain (by extending the moratorium) and how we would 
benefit," said Gerrior. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said, "Those 
towns already had facilities in the pipeline as far as 
applications.... There are no companies that have even 
applied as far as Rochester goes in that pipeline.. 
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Bailey said the delay is to ensure regulations can 
be crafted in time for next year's annual town meeting, 
should a special town meeting not be held this fall. 

An article to purchase a fire tanker/pumper for 
the Fire Department for up to $498,000 passed after some 
brief discussion. 

Resident Dan Ferreira asked to amend the article 
on the Town Meeting floor to specify that it should be a 
"new" tanker/pumper and not a used apparatus. 

"We don't need outdated equipment that's 
somebody's giveaway," Ferreira said. 

The language of the article did not stipulate that 
the tanker/pumper had to be a used one, but Ferreira's 
motion to amend was accepted by voters and the article 
passed as amended. 

The town will borrow the $498,000 within its 
borrowing budget, and will not be a tax override. 

Voters approved the Town's fiscal year 2019 
operating budget of $21,529,051, but only after two 
motions to amend the Board of Assessors' salary line - 
one that failed, and one that passed. 

The amendment stems from the Board of 
Assessors' decision to accept a one-year contract with 
Principal Assessor Charles Shea with a 5% salary increase 
(including the 2% cost of living raise), a year after the 
Board of Selectmen signed a three-year contract with 
Shea. 

Resident Bill Milka motioned to amend the 


budget by reducing the entire Board of Assessors' salary 
line item by $20,000, expressing his contention over 
the Assessors' alleged over-taxation of open land farm 
properties, saying, "They're gonna be taxed to the point 
where they can't afford their land..." Milka said the result 
would be more subdivisions, houses, streetlights, and 
"tremendous growth." 

The motion garnered quite a bit of support from 
other voters during a hand count, but failed 33-53. 

Selectman Greenwood Hartley then made his 
own motion to amend only the principal assessor's salary 
line by $2,350, which equals the additional 3% requested 
by the Board of Assessors. 

Java Cavanaugh, a member of the Board of 
Assessors, pointed out that only two weeks prior the 
Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee had voted 
to accept the FY19 operating budget as presented for the 
warrant. 

"So I would like to know why it's being 
challenged now," said Cavanaugh. 

The BOS's recommendation of that particular line 
item passed 2-1, Hartley said, and confirmed that he did 
vote to recommend the entire budget as presented. 

"I wasn't going to say 'nay' for the entire budget 
for this one line item," said Hartley. 

Hartley's motion to amend the assessor salary line 
item passed, making the total approved $204,755. 

The FY19 budget was up $275,854 or just over 
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3% from FY18. Breaking down the budget, the Rochester 
Memorial School budget of $5,645,353 is an increase 
of 1%, with special education up by $121,480 or 36.6% 
totaling $453,155. The Town's ORR assessment decreased 
this year by a modest 0.13% or $6,274 totaling $4,774,677. 
The Police Department budget rose 4.47% to $1,305,303, 
and the Fire Department increased by 10.7% to $271,645. 
The Flighway Department budget saw an increase of 
15.7% to total $523,582. 

Voters passed an article to strengthen the existing 
Solar Bylaw to redefine "large-scale" solar farms as 200 
kilowatts instead of 250 kW. It also establishes a setback of 
300 feet from any public roadway within an Agricultural 
Residential District and establishes a side and rear setback 
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a full schedule of events. 
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of 100 feet from the property line. 

Johnson said the Planning Board recommended 
the article that would give the board more control over 
project aspects such as screening, bonding, and allows for 
further abutter input. 

Johnson said the board had received several 
complaints from residents after solar developers began 
constructing a solar farm with a kilowatt output of 249 
kW, just under the threshold for requiring a Special 
Permit from the board. And as for the new 100-foot 
setback, Johnson said large-scale farm structures already 
had to adhere to a 100-foot setback to the property line, so 
solar arrays should as well. 

"We're trying to be consistent and fair," Johnson 
said, adding that a developer could try to seek a waiver 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Article 11 appropriating $31,000 to waterproof 
the basement of the Town Hall passed, but created some 
discussion as resident Dan Gayoski questioned the ability 
to waterproof a stone foundation basement. 

"Is there a guarantee that this will stop 
leaking...?" asked Gayoski. "With a stone cement 
foundation ... you're not gonna stop the water." 

Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel described the 
three separate systems that would be installed, saying, 
"You can't stop the water from coming in, but what we 
can do is control it once it does," specifying that there are 
three separate basement areas, not all of which are of a 
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stone foundation. 

Other articles that passed: Article 1 to accept the 
annual reports of Town officers and committees; Article 
2 to set the salaries of elected officials; Article 3 to amend 
the Personnel Bylaw pertaining to the classification and 
compensation plan; Article 5 put a spending limit on 
the Town's authorized revolving funds capping them as 
follows: Library materials $10,000, Recycling Program 
$20,000, Hazardous Waste $10,000, Rochester Country 
Fair $70,000 (amended on Town Meeting floor to increase 
maximum spending from $65,000), Local Cultural Council 
$6,000, COA Programs and Activities $10,000, Flu and 
Medical Clinics $25,000, Tax Title $2,500, Fire/EMS 
Equipment $50,000; Article 6 for $300 to plant shellfish 
in Marion; Article 7 to accept Chapter 90 funds; Article 8 
to appropriate $15,000 to fund the Town's OPEB (Other 
Post-Employment Benefits) liability; Article 9 to spend 
$8,000 to fund the 'GASB 75' audit for OPEB; Article 10 to 
spend $12,000 on a generator for the Town Hall; Article 
12 for $30,845 for the Police Department to purchase 
Tasers; Article 13 for $20,600 for a fire gear washer/ 
extractor; Article 14 for $24,000 to upgrade the technology 
infrastructure at RMS; Article 15 for $68,000 for a 
Highway Department truck and plow; Article 16 for the 
senior center to install a new bathroom floor and privacy 
partitions totaling $14,500; Article 18 to establish a Road 
Improvements Stabilization Fund; Article 19 to establish 
a Public Safety Capital Equipment Stabilization Fund; 
Article 20 to fund the approved Road Improvements 
Stabilization Fund with $50,000; Article 21 to fund the 
Public Safety Capital Equipment Stabilization Fund with 
$30,000 (amended on Town Meeting floor from $50,000); 
Article 22 to appropriate $80,000 to the School Assessment 
Stabilization Fund; Article 23 to appropriate $50,000 to 
the Stabilization Fund; Article 24 to enter into a PILOT 
(payment in lieu of taxes) agreement with the developer 
of the solar farm at 248 Mattapoisett Road with some 
discussion; Article 27 to amend the Town's Zoning Bylaw 
Section 2 to insert language pertaining to "Uses Available 
by Special Permit" by the Planning Board. 

Waterman, Walker are Election Winners

Marion voters chose John Waterman to fill the 
one-year seat on the Board of Selectmen on Friday, May 
18, in a decisive vote garnering over half the total votes in 
a four-way race. 

Waterman will resume the remaining one year 
term of former selectman Steve Gonsalves, who resigned 
on February 22 from the board after a brief period of open 
contention with the other two selectmen. 

When asked why he thought he won the election. 
Waterman said, "Because I did my homework and I took a 
clean position on what I wanted to do." 

"But the hard work starts now," said Waterman. 
"It's a lot easier to talk about it than to get the work 
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done." 

Waterman received 551 votes, Michelle Ouellette 
Smith 221, Joseph Zora 113, and Dale Jones 106. 

Randy Parker, with 807 votes, won the 
uncontested three-year term left vacant by Jody Dickerson 
who chose not to run for reelection this year. 

George "T.J." Walker beat incumbent Ray Pickles 
for Assessor in another decisive vote, 658-268. 

"I'm very pleased with the results," said Walker, 
"and I look forward to working with my fellow assessors 
in an open and transparent fashion representing the entire 
town." 

For the other uncontested races: Moderator, Brad 
Gordon, 814 votes; Board of Health, John Howard, 784 
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votes; Planning Board (two seats), 597 votes for Andrew 
Daniel, 550 votes for Kristen Saint Don-Campbell; Marion 
School Committee (two seats), 585 for Michelle Ouellette 
Smith, 549 for April Rios; Open Space Acquisition 
Commission, Alan Harris, 774 votes. 

Voter turnout was 25.5% with 1,023 of the 4,016 
registered Marion voters casting ballots. 


Mattapoisett Local Election Results

On May 22, Mattapoisett poll workers saw 252 
voters, or a mere 5.35% voter turnout, face the daunting 
task of voting on a ballot that contained absolutely no 
contested races. 

Perhaps, though, this task was not as daunting to 
the voters as it was for Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger 
and her team of poll workers who faced a long day of 
waiting to serve the public inside Old Hammondtown 
School. To pass the time, the team said they spent the 
hours getting to know one another and eating great food 
catered by local venues. 

But later in the evening after polls closed at 8:00 
pm, write-in votes for the ballot's blank five-year seat on 
the Planning Board slowed the counting down to a snail's 
pace as 77 ballots were hand tallied. 

When all the counting was done, a relative 
newcomer to the community, Arlene Fidalgo, won the seat 
with 34 votes. 
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Fidalgo recently retired from her job with 
Comcast and has lived in Rhode Island and Southeastern 
Massachusetts her entire life. Fidalgo said her professional 
background was as a technical operations manager for 
Comcast with the responsibility of 115 cities and towns 
throughout the region with a staff of 110 employees. After 
taking the last two years to focus on relaxing, she said she 
was ready to put her energy into the community. 

Coming in second place for Planning Board 
with 28 votes as a write-in candidate was Mike King, the 
chairman of the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission, 
an appointed position. 

Seeking re-election was Board of Selectman 
incumbent Paul Silva for another three-year term. Silva 
received 205 votes. 

When asked for a comment on the re-election, 
he said, "I'm happy to have won re-election and go for 
another three years working on new things and what 
we've been working on over the past nine years." 

Other incumbents re-elected: Moderator 
(one year), John Eklund with 213 votes; two seats for 
Community Preservation Committee (three years), 

Jodi Bauer with 210 votes and John Decosta with 205 
votes; Water /Sewer Commissioner (three years), Albert 
Meninno with 205 votes; Highway Surveyor (three 
years), Barry Denham with 209 votes; Assessor (three 
years), Leonard Coppola with 201 votes; two seats on 
the Mattapoisett School Committee (three years), Carole 
Clifford with 204 votes and James Muse with 192 votes; 
Board of Health (three years), Russell Bailey with 199 
votes. 

Non-incumbents elected: Trustee of Public 
Library (one year), Marcia Waldron, 213 votes; two seats 
for Trustee of Public Library (three years), William Osier 
with 185 votes and Elizabeth Sylvia with 203 votes; 
Mattapoisett Housing Authority (five years), John Vaughn 
with 204 votes. 

One of the biggest decisions that voters faced 
was a ballot question that asked voters to decide whether 
or not to exempt from the provisions of Proposition 2 Vi 
for general repairs and improvements to roads within 
the town, known as Phase VIII Road Infrastructure 
Improvement Plan. The question passed, 171-54. 

As the poll workers wrapped up the night, 
putting away chairs and cleaning off tables, they softly 
cajoled one another saying, "Make sure you take a 
sandwich home!" 

Loranger Files Open Meeting Law Complaint 

Marion Planning Board

There were three attendees in the audience of the 
May 21 meeting of the Marion Planning Board, two of 
which were attorneys. 

At issue was an Open Meeting Law (OML) 
complaint filed by Attorney John Mathieu on behalf of his 
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client Chris Loranger and 324 Front Street JV, LLC. 

The complaint alleges the Planning Board 
members violated the OML by communicating with 
each other via emails about the project after the April 17 
meeting during which the members discussed Lor anger's 
project on Front Street. 

In the complaint, a copy of an email from 
Administrative Assistant Maureen Murphy asked the 
members to refrain from further emails, since their 
discussions were considered "deliberations" and can only 
occur at a public meeting. 

The complaint, which alleges all the Planning 
Board members committed the violation, states that 
after the April 17 meeting "...[The] Board continued 
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Deliberations by emails between the members on April 19 
& 20, 2018..." 

Loranger, through the complaint, asked the board 
to "withdraw any and all correspondence created as a 
result of these illegal deliberations.... I specifically request 
the Memo created and forwarded to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals be formally withdrawn." 

After receiving Mathieu's hand-delivered letter 
on May 21 questioning the validity of the board going 
into executive session. Town Counsel Jonathan Witten 
addressed the board, reassuring them that their intent to 
go into executive session to discuss the complaint was 
legitimate. 

Mathieu's letter stated that the notice for this 
evening's meeting "...fails to indicate the specific purpose 
of the executive session which is therefore a violation..." of 
the Open Meeting Law. 

The statute enumerates ten purposes for executive 
session and requires that a public body must state on its 
public notice the specific purpose for the executive session. 

Mathieu contested the board's fulfillment of that 
requirement with the note on the evening's agenda that 
stated "Executive Session Open Meeting Law Complaint." 

Witten assured the board they had complied 
with the law, but also said, "Could there have been more 
specificity? Sure." Witten pointed out as evidence of the 
adequacy of the notice the fact that Mathieu was attending 
the meeting on behalf of his client. 

In the vote to go into executive session. Planning 
Board Vice Chairman Stephen Kokkins abstained, citing 
his absence from the meeting that the flurry of emails 
addressed. However, Chris Collings, attending remotely 
via telephone, suggested that this discussion was about 
emails the entire board received, and therefore Kokkins 
could be involved in the vote for executive session. 

"At what point do you have an open meeting 
violation?" asked Collings. "[When you have received] 
read receipts from everyone?" Witten replied that 
whenever an email is sent between one or more members 
of the board, there is a violation if what is discussed is 
non-ministerial (i.e. a member may be late or other non¬ 
substantive matters). 
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Board member (and Selectman) Norman Hills was 
visibly impatient to move into executive session as the 
discussion continued. 

Kokkins pressed Witten on the question, saying, 
"Personally, I need clarification. [Is it] a quorum or a single 
pair?" 

Witten went on to say, "Whenever there is a 
deliberation between two members in a matter before 
the board ... any communication must be brought 
before the board in public session.... Anytime we email 
each other, we risk violating the Open Meeting Law. 

Don't communicate with each other - just through Terri 
[Santos]." 

According to Witten, although the quorum for 
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a five-member board is three members, two members 
could be considered a subcommittee and therefore any 
communication of substance is potentially a violation of 
the Open Meeting Law. 

Collings noted that some towns are using 
Facebook to have discussions, which Witten said was a 
bad idea. 

The Planning Board proceeded with its executive 
session, and while the board met Mathieu commented, 
"This is a violation of the Open Meeting Law right now. 
The notice is faulty," and said he would be filing another 
complaint with the Attorney General regarding this 
meeting. 

Mathieu said he believes the Planning Board's 
response to the Zoning Board of Appeal's request for 
comment on an appeal pertaining to Loranger's project 
was "personal." 

"You have to scratch your head," said Mathieu. 
"[The Town says it's in favor of] condos and elderly 
housing - until someone proposes it; then suddenly no 
one is for it." 

The Planning Board directed Witten to answer the 
Open Meeting Law complaint. 

Although Comments to the ZB A regarding 324 
Front Street was on the agenda, this was not discussed. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for June 4 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


New Solar Project Establishing Wetlands Lines 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The next in a growing line of solar projects to 
enter Rochester is in the initial stages of development 
with the delineation of the 9,950-foot wetlands border at 0 
Walnut Plain Road. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission on 
May 15 reviewed a section of that line as part of the 
Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area delineation filing, 
but much of that line remains uninspected. The terrain 
features thick vegetation and briars and is not easily 
accessible, according to wetlands scientist Nicole Hayes 
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of Goddard Consulting on behalf of developer Pedro 
Rodriguez of Solar MA Project Management, LLC of New 
Milford, Connecticut. 

Hayes described how she determined the 
wetlands line through the identification of at least 
50% wetland indicator species present, which are 
key indicators of a wetlands border. But the fact that 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon has not walked the 
entire wetlands line pertaining to the actual project area 
is a dilemma for the commission, Hayes acknowledged 
before pointing out that the areas still outstanding are 
outside the scope of the project. 

"I feel it would be difficult for us to confirm the 
wetland of a parcel with a large gap in it like that," said 
commission member Daniel Gagne. 

"I have a major level of discomfort about it," 
Farinon stated. 

Farinon has been working with Hayes to develop 
the plan the commission viewed that night, but the 
incomplete areas still need work. 

"People change, commissions change, time goes 
by and all of a sudden someone picks up this plan five 
years, ten years later and it's like, whoa, it doesn't show 
wetlands on it," said Farinon. Hayes is correct that the 
unconfirmed line is outside the project area, Farinon said, 
"But that's kind of an obscure thing.... We really want it 
to be as clear as possible on the plan." 

Commission members Laurene Gerrior and Chris 
Gerrior recused themselves from the discussion. 

The hearing was continued until June 19 to allow 
Farinon time to further work with Hayes to establish the 
wetlands line. 

In other business, the commission accepted a 
conservation restriction for the 83 acres the town will 
acquire from the Estabrook family in June. The land will 
be for public recreational use, which will be effectuated 
with the assistance of the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

"This is a great partnership and this is going to 
be a fantastic addition to the Land Trust holdings and 
the town's available public access properties," said Allen 
Decker, director of land protection for the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition. 

Also during the meeting, Mike Spieldenner 
received a Certificate of Compliance for the paving of 650 
linear feet of existing roadway and a drainage swale for 
water runoff in the 100-foot buffer zone at 1 Happy Tails 
Lane, owned by Charlotte and James Spieldenner. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Cannabis Regs Exclude Home Grow Permit, 
Board Quits Menthol Cig Ban

Marion has its own set of marijuana establishment 
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regulations now that the Marion Board of Health has 
approved its proposed recreational cannabis regulations, 
but that final draft excluded controversial language that 
called for a local permit to grow cannabis plants at home. 

On May 22, Board of Health Chairman Jason 
Reynolds said town counsel reconsidered the language 
and now recommends removing the section that would 
require residents to acquire a permit in order to home 
grow the six cannabis plants per adult, 12 plants per 
household, that Massachusetts already allows. 

"I did have a few people come up to me who 
asked if it was legal," said Reynolds. "They did not feel 
the Town should put up any barrier." 

Reynolds continued, "Personally, I also started to 
worry about enforcement - that would not be very easy. I 
would not propose going door to door doing inspections." 

"I think that is wise, too," commented Health 
Agent Karen Walega. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum said she 
found the regulation to be well written. 

"And I agree. I don't know how you could go 
and monitor that and count how many plants people are 
growing," said Marum, who observed the meeting. "The 
other thing, that's state law. State law supersedes local 
law." 

For the most part, Marion's Regulation to 
Ensure the Sanitary and Safe Operations of Marijuana 
Establishments and the Sale of Marijuana mimics 
the Massachusetts Cannabis Control Commission's 
regulations, restricting its retail sale to 21 years of age, 
prohibiting the conveyance of marijuana to anyone under 
21, and the requirement of a local permit (in addition to a 
state permit) to establish and operate a cannabis retail or 
cultivation establishment. 

Enforcement of cannabis establishments will fall 
under the purview of the Police Department as well as the 
Board of Health and its agents. 

The regulation does not specify a permit fee for 
retail establishments, but language states that the Board of 
Health will determine that fee on an annual basis. 

The state regulations allow for a "reasonable" fee 
to cover the Town's administrative and enforcement costs, 
not to exceed 3% of total cannabis sales. 

Also during the meeting, the board decided 
against pursuing an all-out ban on menthol cigarettes and 
will instead focus on banning other flavored tobacco and 
nicotine products. 

Reynolds said he preferred to put flavored 
tobacco and nicotine regulations back on the agenda this 
summer after a brief hiatus. 

"We need to consider whether or not we are going 
to include or exclude menthol from the regulations," 
said Reynolds. "The likelihood of a lawsuit goes down 
when we exclude menthol," by adding an exemption 
for menthol flavor like many other towns have done, 
Reynolds said. 

"But we don't want to," commented Board of 


Health member Betsy Dunn. 

Reynolds continued, "Personally, I've started 
to feel like, in the spirit of trying to move forward some 
flavored tobacco regulation. I'd be open to the menthol 
exclusion right now if it would reduce the likelihood of 
legal ramifications." 

Reynolds also said it would reduce the impact 
on some of the small businesses in town, referring to 
the various Marion establishments that sell liquor and 
other products where menthol cigarettes are roughly 20 
to 30% of their cigarette sales. Store owners said a ban 
on menthol cigarettes would hurt their businesses since 
many often end up buying more than just cigarettes, and 
would simply go "next door" to buy their cigarettes - and 
milk, bread, and beer. 

"I agree with that," said Board of Health member 
John Howland. 

"I was surprised to get that," said Dunn, "...the 
information we did from small businesses. That really 
was an issue. I never ever perceived it to be." 

Reynolds said, however, that menthol-flavored 
cigarettes and nicotine-containing 'vape' products existed 
"for a reason," making it more palatable and harder to 
quit, he said. 

"But I think, if you're looking at it from a town 
perspective, us getting rid of menthol is not really going 
to make that much of an impact if it's still available next 
door." 
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The focus now will be getting those flavors - 
peach, bubble gum, mango - 'That really target youth," 
said Reynolds, off of Marion shelves. 

If successful in banning menthol cigarettes, 
Marion would have been the first municipality in the 
country to do so; however, tobacco companies did contact 
the Board of Health early in its exploration of a menthol 
cigarette ban, cautioning the Town against it and implying 
the certainty of legal action. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is June 26 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town House. The 
board will then adopt a summer schedule and meet again 
monthly on July 24 and August 28. 
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Butterfly Garden to Honor Teacher 

Mattapoisett School Committee

As the clock in the tower at Center School 
accurately ticks down to the last day of the school year - 
June 25 - the Mattapoisett School Committee met for the 
last time on May 21 to give reports and share successes on 
a wide range of topics. 

Sandy Hering, a member of the Mattapoisett 
Garden Group/Women's Club announced that her group 
wished to install a memorial butterfly garden on Center 
School grounds to honor the late Suzanne Sylvester, a 
former teacher. 

Hering described the area as a pollinator garden 
that would not only provide a tribute to a teacher whose 
passing is still felt, but would also give students an 
opportunity to study the importance of pollinating insects 
such as butterflies on the overall health and well-being of 
the environment. 

Hering explained that with the assistance of 
Charles Dupont, a local landscaper, and Gene Jones, 
school facilities manager, the location of the proposed 
garden was evaluated and that with some selective 
pruning, invasive species removal, and updated design, 
the garden could be ready by fall. 

The design as currently planned includes a 
memorial bench and, from Dupont, the donation of a 
yellow magnolia tree. Hering added that she is cultivating 
milkweed seeds at her residence and that those plants 
would be used to attract butterflies, bees, and other 
pollinators. 

Principal Rose Bowman said, "Remembering a 
person who has made such a significant difference in the 
students' lives is wonderful. Gardening was her passion." 

The committee voted to accept the garden as 
presented. 

Winging their way back to the black and white 
issues that face educators and their institutions. District 
Superintendent Doug White gave the financial update. 

While a recent refrigeration problem (a failing 
unit at Old Hammondtown School) had caused a wrinkle 
in the operating budget, some $288,000 remained in the 
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fund with $172,000 earmarked for special education 
programs and $116,000 for regular day student needs. 

White later thanked the voters of Mattapoisett for 
supporting the schools during the Annual Town Meeting 
and announced that contract negotiations were now 
nearing completion. School Committee member James 
Muse said that the FY19 budget had been signed. 

White noted that the problem of securing 
talented computer programmers was recently discussed 
at a conference he attended. He said that the issue of 
educating students, not only with digital literacy but 
in computer programming, was critical and might be a 
career path students are not necessarily considering. 

"We need to think about how we can help 
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students consider computer science as a major," White 
said. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos 
reported that she had attended a seminar on "empathic 
discipline" methods for Grades 6 through 12. "It's 
restorative justice," Frangos said. 

The discipline model allows the offending student 
to meet with peers to hear how his/her actions have hurt 
others, and then to make amends that allow the student to 
remain in the classroom versus being punitively removed 
from the school. 

"Rather than the ejector seat... it's a new way to 
think about discipline," Frangos said. 

School Committee member Carol Clifford 
said that during her professional life as an educator in 
Connecticut this method has been employed with great 
success. 

Also during the meeting. Bowman emphasized 
the importance of the morning meetings that take place 
before the start of each school day that help to frame the 
students' school day by providing social and emotional 
support. 

"This leads them to making better responsible 
decisions," she said. Younger children are allowed time 
to work off energy after arriving at school with a walk 
around the auditoriums and learning yoga. Bowman said. 
"It's amazing to see the change." 

Bowman also thanked and appreciated the 
partnerships the schools enjoy with the YMCA, PTA, 
Mattapoisett Land Trust, and Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

She also mentioned the important role of the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library in supporting reading achievement 
with the Quahog Reading Program and summer reading 
programs. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for September 17 at 6:30 pm in 
Center School.

Let’s Play

Game Night. Starring Jason Bateman and Rachel 
McAdams. Directed by John Francis Daley and Jonathan 
Goldstein. Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Out this week on physical and streaming video. 

It'd be nice if a dark comedy called Game Night 
were more ... playful. It has a few good laughs, and 
no shortage of clever little twists. Jason Bateman and 
Rachel McAdams are the lead couple, united in love and 
marriage by their shared passion for games — tabletop, 
trivia, charades. Stressed out by his competitive streak 
tied to his resentment of his more successful brother 
(Kyle Chandler), Bateman is having trouble producing 
viable sperm, and that's one more trait than McAdams' 
character gets. Anyway, big brother Chandler invites 
Bateman and MacAdams' usual game-night group over 
to his swanky rented house for a murder-mystery game 
involving kidnapping, though the kidnappers turn out to 
be quite real. 

This is not generally my favorite brand of mash- 
up — when a comedy imports a crime plot. It put a dent 
in Date Night and ruined whatever chance Let's Be Cops 
had to be worth anything. Here, though, it works for a 
while because all the characters are steeped in pop culture 
and are self-aware; once they assume everything they're 
experiencing is fake, they behave accordingly, oblivious 
to the very real dangers, the very genuine bullets. 
Eventually they catch on, but the synthetic nature of the 
plot is dispiriting. Every little detail and flick of the brush 
is meant to be filed away for future reference. The whole 
creaky construct is so "clever" it barely breathes. 

When it does breathe, though. Game Night earns 
its spot at the bloody-farce table, mainly by pairing the 
players off and watching them respond to the challenge. 
One couple (Lamorne Morris and Kylie Bunbury) gets 
stuck on the possibility that she had an affair with a 
celebrity, whose identity she won't share. In this sort of 
film, we sort of expect a real celebrity playing himself 
to make an appearance as the cuckolding culprit, but 
the joke goes another, not necessarily funnier direction. 
Another couple is made up of an idiot (Billy Magnussen) 
who usually attends Game Night with equally stupid 
dates, but who has brought a smart ringer (Sharon 



Horgan) this time. Their subplot doesn't go much of 
anywhere either. But all the actors are committed and fun 
to watch, even if, say, neither Bateman nor McAdams does 
anything we haven't seen from them before. 

The MVP is Jesse Plemons as Gary, a next-door 
police officer still grieving his divorce. Plemons has bland, 
meat-eating features, sort of a cross between Matt Damon 
and Michael Shannon, and he puts awkward pauses 
in everything he says. He wonders why Bateman and 
McAdams exclude him from their Game Nights, which he 
used to attend with his now ex-wife; everyone finds him 
creepy and hasn't invited him. The great thing is, Plemons 
never violates his unhappy, suspicious character, assuring 
the audience that his feelings are funny They're very real, 
as real as the bullets and the kidnappers. And yet he gets 
laughs — uneasy laughs, weird laughs. He's clearly been 
given the go-ahead to bear down on his divorced, lonely 
cop and ground his absurdity in painful reality 

Game Night doesn't amount to much, but it'll 
make a decent rental for a Movie Night, with friends 
invited over for a breezy, occasionally gory spot of 
goofiness. There's a cute dog, drenched in blood (someone 
else's) but otherwise coming to no harm. Movies like 
this, where people are bashed and shot, should probably 
refrain from putting dogs front and center in their 
advertising; dog lovers may squirm through the whole 
thing waiting for something terrible to happen to the 
pooch. Nothing does, but then we wait for some sort 
of reckoning connected to the dog's owner discovering 
all the blood on it. It gets blown off in a line of dialogue 
having to do with collateral mess the dog leaves. A farce 
like this needs to click together mercilessly, inhumanly, 
uniting all its aspects into one finished puzzle of bad 
behavior. But we're to believe this particular character 
finds his beloved doggie spattered with gore and has 
nothing to say about it?

Fairhaven's Henry H. Rogers Walking Tours 

The story of Standard Oil Company millionaire 
Henry H. Rogers and the magnificent architectural 
gifts he gave to his hometown are the subjects of Henry 
H. Rogers Walking Tours presented on Tuesday and 
Thursday mornings by the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
beginning June 5. The tours start at 10:00 am outside 
the Fairhaven Town Hall, 40 Center Street, weather 
permitting. They will be held twice a week through the 
end of September. 

Henry H. Rogers was born in Fairhaven in 1840 
and graduated from the town's original high school. In 
1861 he went to Pennsylvania where he and a partner 
started a small petroleum refinery. Eventually Rogers 
became a part of John D. Rockefeller's vast Standard Oil 
Company, assuming a top leadership role. By the time 
he reached his early forties, Rogers was an extremely 
wealthy man. 

Beginning in 1885, Rogers began giving Fairhaven 
gifts of enormous importance - schools, a library, a town 
hall, a public water system, and a lovely park.
